Dear Mr. Newman: 

I certainly enjoyed talking with you on August 10. 

In accordance with our conversation, I am interested in whether 
or not you would consider loaning your Confederate Half Dollar 
to the Louisiana State Museum for the reopening of the New Orleans 
Mint. This event is set for Saturday and Sunday, November 17 
and 18, 1979. It will mark the first access to the building 
by the general public since the Mint closed 70 years ago. 

Your Confederate Half Dollar would be the highlight of the ex- 
hibit, especially because the only exhibit shown for that event 
will be the history of the building which will, of course, fea- 
ture its numismatic history. 

I am also advised that this event will include at least a re- 
ception and a dinner on the same weekend. If you lent your Con- 
federate Half Dollar, you and Mrs. Newman would be honored guests 
at these events. Naturally, I would be pleased to have you visit 
New Orleans. 

Should you agree to this loan, the Louisiana State Museum would 
enter into a formal loan agreement, which would, among other 
things, provide for: 
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1) Insurance coverage from the time the coin left 
your vault in St. Louis until it is returned 
to your vault; 

2) 24 hour security during its stay in New Orleans; 

3) During the exhibit hours, it would be housed 
in a case, constructed to your satisfaction, 
with a guard stationed by it at all times; and 

4) During the hours when the exhibit will be closed 

to the public, it would be removed to the Louisiana 
State Museum's vault. 

I hope that you and Mrs. Newman will give this request serious 
consideration, as I think that your loan of the Confederate Half 
Dollar would constitute a significant numismatic event in New 
Orleans.

Dear Ed: 


Thank you for your nice letter of August 14, 1979, requesting 
the loan of the Confederate Half Dollar and inviting my wife and me to 
the gala. If the loan of this coin could be so important to the success 
of your event we might lend it, provided that its ownership is not 
mentioned or its value stated or mentioned in anything published for 
the affair or released to the press. These principles are important 
to us. 


This attitude has nothing to do with the fact that New Orleans 
tops every city in the country in crime increase according to a recent 
news article published here. The interesting history of a numismatic 
item of this nature in our opinion is the right approach to its impor- 
tance. 


My wife and I at a later date can make a decision as to whether 
to come, as the coin could go alone. 

I also feel that any housing in which it is to be placed would 
be in a housing which should be sent here and in which the coin would 
be returned. This would eliminate any handling or switching possibility. 
The best way to display a coin of this nature is to rotate its housing 
on a horizontal axis mechanically so that both sides could be seen. A 
little motor can be activated by pressing an electric button. I have 
such a small mechanism which I developed for other coins and it could 
be readily copied. 

Do you know what the insurance cost would be? I am not par- 
ticularly enthusiastic about moving the exhibit back and forth from the 
Mint to the Museum's vault. Perhaps it should remain in the place where 
it is exhibited and have a guard there. Guards are of little value, as 
you may know. 

Please discuss this matter further with the Louisiana State 
Museum and see whether the project justifies the trouble. 

Your enthusiasm certainly makes us want to comply with your 
request, but we want to be sure that it is practical before we consider 
any such arrangement further.

Dear Mr. Newman: 


Thank you for your letter of August 21. I was late in 
responding to it because I have been handling a couple 
of legal matters which consumed all of my time. 

I spoke with Robert McDonald, Director of the Louisiana 
State Museum, after I received your letter. We discussed 
the various points raised in your letter, and I will cover 
each of them below in the order in which they appear in 
your letter. 

The loan of the Confederate Half Dollar would be made 
with the provision that its ownership is not mentioned 
or its value stated or mentioned in anything published 
for the affair or released to the press. 

With respect to the case, Mr. McDonald requests that you 
send a dimensional sketch of the mechanism which you described. 
He would then determine whether or not the Museum could 
make such a mechanism. Alternatively, if you have such 
a mechanism, I feel sure that the Museum would agree to 
use it, and same would be put in an appropriate case. 

As a second alternative, Mr. McDonald suggested that 
the coin be displayed stationary on its edge in a case 
so that the people could walk around the case to see both 
sides. 

In any event, the case would have two locks, and Mr. McDonald 
would hold the key to one of them. The viewing areas 
of the case would probably be made from 3/8" plexiglass. 

If this material is not satisfactory, please advise, and 
every effort will be made to use something which would 
be satisfactory to you. 
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Relative to the insurance, the Museum has a Fine Arts Policy 
and the coin would be insured on a rider to that policy. The 
Museum would agree to insure the coin for whatever value you 
determine proper. As a side note, the Museum recently received 
a donation of the Chennault Collection of oriental porcelain. 

This collection was owned by the widow of Gen. Claire Chennault, 
a native of Louisiana. Most of the pieces in the collection 
are quite rare, and one piece is valued at $250,000.00. The 
entire collection is insured in the same manner that your Confed- 
erate Half Dollar would be insured. 

With respect to housing the coin in a museum vault during non- 
exhibit hours, there would be no need to move the coin from 
the Mint to the Museum's vault in the main Museum building, 
because there is a brand new vault in the Mint. This vault 
is controlled electronically with contacts and also has a sonic 
system in it. During the weekend that the coin would be on 
display, there will be a guard in the Mint at all times. 
Alternatively, the Museum would post a twenty-four hour guard 
by the case. 

With respect to moving the coin from St. Louis to New Orleans 
to St. Louis, should you and Mrs. Newman decide not to attend, 
the Museum would send a courier who would personally transport 
the coin both ways. 

I also asked Mr. McDonald about the die for the Confederate 
Half Dollar, which you had previously advised was in the Museum's 
collection at one time. Mr. McDonald advised that he has never 
seen any item which would indicate that the die was ever actually 
owned by the Museum. He also advised that the Museum does 
own one of the restrikes and a wax impression of one side of 
the coin, which at one time may have been confused with the 
die. 

With respect to your concern about the status of the Museum,

Dear Mr, Newman: 

I greatly appreciate your willingness to allow the State Museum to borrow 
the Confederate Half Dollar, The exhibition of this important piece would 
be the highlight of our two-day festival celebrating the completion of the 
restoration of the Mint. 

As you know, we have had some difficulty in developing an acceptable 
premium to cover the insurance of the half dollar through the State Division 
of Insurance. Through Mr. A.L. Schlesinger,Ed Schlesinger' s father, we were 
able to determine that insurance to a value of $400,000 could be Stained 
for a premium of approximately $3,000. I have discussed this possibility 
with our State Insurance Officer, who has informed me that the State, by 
law, can use only capital stock companies for insurance. Unfortunately, 
Lords of London is not such a company. The alternative under State 
regulations, would be to seek bids for this insurance. This process, 
through a very complicated bureaucracy, would take approximately two to 
three months. Obviously, we would be unable to procure the insurance in 
time for the November 17 and 18 festival. I, therefore, regret to inform 
you that we will be unable to accept your generous offer. 

We would greatly appreciate your willingness to keep this offer open for 
?noi°^ 1C1 * al openin ? th e completed Mint, which is scheduled for early 
1981. In the meantime, I will be working with the State Insurance Office 
to provide an opportunity for the State Museum to borrow this important 
artifact related to the New Orleans Mint. I will be returning your display 
mechanism under separate cover.
